Athens, May 12.— The (act that there 
is no news of renewed fighting itiuet be 
regarded as good news, but an uneasy 
feeling exists here. The Turks are try- 
ing to outllank the (ireek position at 
Dokomos and the delay in the Porfe'a 
reply is also interpreted to mean that 
Turkey does not intend to cease hostili- 
ties. Telegrams from the front say both 
armies are concentrating in anticipation 
of an engagement. The city continues 
quiet, though it is believed that tho 
numerous Italian volunteers and social- 
ists now hero will endeavor to call a 
revolution leading up to a republic. But 
the (ireekH are devoted to the monarchi- 
cal idea, and the worst that 
is likely to happen will be u change of 
sovereigns. The return of the Crown 
Prince Constantino to the capital miuht 
produce disturbance, but he is likely to 
be discreet enough Lo avoid Athens lor a 
time. 

The assembly approves of tho decision' 
of the government to accept mediation, 
and urgea upon the papers which help 
to aggravate the situation, calmness and 
obedience. 

Constantinople, May 12. — The am. 
b:iss;ulors of the powers held ti prolonged 
conference to-day, at the close of which 
they presented to tho Turkish govern- 
ment a collective memorandum prop.is- 
inii an armistice between Turkey mid 
Greece on the basis of the negotiations for 
peacenowin progress through the powers. 
The memorandum which was presented 
to Ahmed Tewtik Pasha, the Turkish 
minister of foreign affairs, by the dean 
of the diplomatic corps, Baron do' Cal- 
icc, the Austro-Hungarian ambassador, 
enumerated the conditions which have 
been accepted by Greece and begs the 
Porte to issue the necessary orders to 
itrrest the progress of the Turkish 
troops. 

London, May 12. — The Times corres- 
pondent 'it Athens says: "Acute anxiety 
is felt here because of the absence of any 
news from General Smolensk i's columns. 
Giving to tho delay in arranging the 
armistice, the government bus addressed 
a strong protest to ttie powers declining 
to bear the responsibility should 
further bloodshed occur and lead 
to serious complications. M. Rail i 
explains to me that the government is 
in 11 serious predicament, In order to 
secure mediation it lias compromised 
itself in the eyes of botli Greeks and 
Cretans without obtaining a positive 
guarantee that Turkey will cease hostili- 
ties. Should the war be resumed, the 
position of the government will be most 
utienviable."

ROYAL COLONIAL DINNER. 

Preliminary Jollification to the Coming 
Jubilee Celebration. 

London, May 11.— In recognition of 
the presence of the large number of 
Canadians already in London, and in 
anticipation of the jubilee festivi- 
ties next month, the Royal 
Colonial club gave a jubilee din- 
ner ttiis evening at the llol borne 
restaurant. The Marquis of Lome was 
in the chair and covers were laid for 360 
L'uests. The company included Sir 
Donald Smith, the high commissioner; 
several colonial agents, General .Middle- 
ton, several prominent members of the 
House of Commons and others especially 
interested in colonial development. An 
interesting feature of the banquet was 
the presentation by Lieut. -Col, Turn- 
bull, commander of the Canadian Ar- 
tillery Association, of a shield to Capt. 
Stowe, of the National Artillery Asso- 
ciation, as it token of appreciation of the 
kind treatment extended to the Cana- 
dian rille teams while here. The Mar- 
quis of Lome in proposing " The 
Colonial ICtnpire," dwelt upon the 
marvellous progress of Canada 
and other British territories, and 
expressed the hope that the Canadian 
tariff would he regarded as an invitation 
to the Kmpire to insure itself in its own 
insurance hooks. The speaker spoke in 
terms of high praise of Sir Donald 
Smith's work in the Dominion. 
' Sir Donald Smith, in responding, 
spoke on Canada's loyalty to the Em- 
pire. 



TWO BILLS RESERVED. 

Governor Murray of Newfoundland With 
holds His Assent From Them. 

Sr. John's, Nfld, May 12.— The legis- 
lature was prorogued to-day. Governor 
Murray has reserved two bills for the 
sanction of the Imperial cabinet, one 
permitting the use of cod traps on the 
treaty shoro, where the French have fish- 
ing rightB, and the other modifying 
tho corrupt practices act. The object 
of the. latter is to prevent a repititiou of 
what took place four years ago when the 
government jeopardized their seats by 
expending public moneys in connection 
with the candidatures favorable to them- 
selves. The next general election will 
take place in November.

Greek Army Had to Live on Bread 
and Water While 
Fighting. 



Mad With liuug-er They Broke Open 
Stores Regardless of 
Discipline. 



London, May 12.— Mailed dispatches 
from tho English reporters continue to 
unfold the story of disorganization ami 
neglect in the Greek army. The corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail, writing from 
Arta under date of April 25, relates that 
the sixth regiment when at Filippiada 
received at an early hour on tho 
morning of April 24, bread and 
water for the breakfast of the 
men. Afterwards the regiment march- 
ed by easy stages to the neighborhood 
of Pentepighada, arriving at (i o'clock in 
the evening. No provisions of any 
kind arrived that night. Next morning 
the men still had nothing to eat, but 
they were ordered to march back to 
Filippadia. The poor fellows began the 
return, but many were unable to keep in 
the ranks and the roadsides were lined 
with hundreds who had sunk down ex- 
hausted from hunger and fatigue. 

The Turks who were only a few miles 
behind could ii they had advanced have 
annihilated them. There were no sup- 
plies at Filippadia, and when the writer 
left on the afternoon of April 24, the 
regiment was still unfed. Upon reach- 
ing Arta the writer found a similar con- 
dition of affairs. A crowd of soldiers in 
the main street, rendered almost mad 
by hunter, attacked a provision store, 
the doors of which thev battered 
down with their rifles, attd then follow- 
ed a wild rush to secure food. A colonel 
ro.le up and tried to disperse, the men. 
He was surrounded in a moment, by the 
starving men, w ho, regardless of discip- 
hne, seized h. s rt-ns v (stirrups and 
clamored for bread. Elsewhere the 
writer saw 200 soldiers fighting to obtain 
from a bag of tobacco lying on the street 
a portion to appease their hunger. Col. 
Manos, the couimader-in-ehief of the 
Eastern army, finally arrived and was 
appealed to to maintain order.

Colonel 
Prior called attention to the importance 
of strengthening this station and especi- 
ally of providing better accommodation 
for first-class passengers. .Mr. Fisher 
said he proposed to make great iinprove- 
meets this year, and he had also de- 
cided to establish a quarantine at Van- 
couver. 

Sproule called attention to the specific 
statement of the medical men on the 
Empress of China of undue severity with 
which the quarantine regulations were 
enforced. It was a most, extraordinary 
thing that Dr. Walt had not visited 
patients until requested. 

Mr. Morrison defended Dr. Watt, sav- 
ing if he erred it was on the side of 
safety. 

Hon. Sidney Fisher said that the chief 
quarantine officer, Dr. Montizambert, 
approved of what Dr. Watt had done.

In the case of a smallpox 
patient an - d by vessel it was reported 
that Dr. Wait never went near the 
natient, but stint him up with another 
Chinaman at William Head.

Mr. Fisher said this was the first he 
had heard of the matter, and he would 
ask Dr. Watt fur an explanation.

Montreal, May 12.— (Special) — Later 
returns of the l£ucbee elections report 
Conservative increases in several con- 
stituencies reported as Liberal last 
night. Full returns from Vamaska give 
Mondon, Conservative, three majority. 
Final returns from Gaspe give Premier 
Flynn, Conservative, the election there 
by seven majority. In Terribonne cor- 
rected returns show Hon. Mr. Nantel, 
Conservative, elected by 2SH. In Two 
Mountains the votes stand: Campagne, 
Liberal, 343, and Beauchamp, Conserva- 
tive, 345. Revised returns from Bagot . 
give McDonald, Conservative, the elec- 
tion bv 50 majority. Latest totals give 
the Liberals 51 ami Conservatives 22. 

Referring to the result of the pro- 
vincial elections the Gazette says : "It 
is not due to mistakes on the part of the 
late government, out it is rather ascribed 
to the remarkable enthusiasm which 
Lanrier's name created among .his com- 
patriots last year, and which is evi- 
dently now at its height. The CoiiBer- 
vatives are beaten, but not humiliated. 
They will continue their work as an op- 
position for the province, confident that 
with the lapse of time their opportunity 
will come again, and perhaps before 
very long." 

Marcill, the Liberal candidate in 
Gaspe, disputes Premier Flynn 'a claim 
to the. seat ami wires from the constitu- 
ency that he (Marcill) has positively 
carried the election. Several arrests for 
personation have been made. 

A special cable says: " The result of 
the Quebec elections excites much at- 
tention in London.

PROSPECTORS IN FORT STEELE. 

Four Hundred of Them Already There Fol- 
lowing Up the Snow. 

C. E. Lintz, of Fort Steele, a member 
of the Fort Steele Mining Company, who 
is in town, has with him twelve samples 
of quartz from the Lily May, one of the 
properties of the Fort Steele Mining 
Company. The rock shows free gold, 
and is remarkably rich. It was taken 
from the centre stake tunnel on the Lily 
May, in which a -13-foot tunnel has been 
driven. Three feet of ore has been en- 
countered. Work has been temporarily 
shut down, owing to surface water. It 
will be resumed shortly. A meeting of 
the company will be held in thia city in 
a few days. "There are about 
•100 prospectors in the Fort Steele 
country," said Mr. Lintz. Claims 
are being recorded at the rate 
of about 10 or 15 a day. The snow is 
going oil' rapidly, and as it disappears 
the prospectors follow the snow line up 
the mountains. We expect a big rush 
this spring. It has already set in, and 
men are coming in over four different 
routes — the Moyle trail, Kalispell, Gol- 
den, on the C.P.R., and up the river 
from Jennings. The town of Wardner 
is becoming a lively place, many people 
arriving daily. On Perry creek some 
good finds of free milling propositions 
have been made, the ledges running 
from eight to 10 and 17 feet wide. It is 
low grade, but there is lots of water 
handy for working, and the mines will 
be extremely productive. Prospectors 
only went into that section laBt year. 
It oflferB a good lield lor prospecting.—

Prom the marketer's point of view 
one is again reminded this week of the 
advance of spring, by the appearance of 
fresh fruits and a conspicuous showing 
of green stuffs, such as raddish, cabbage, 
green peas, etc. Fruit, of course, is not 
plentiful and its main attraction centres 
in the first cherries seen this season. 
The price is modestly put at 35 cents a 
pound, but this is expected to drop on 
the arrival of every California steamer 
lor weekL to corne. A shipment of Tas- 
mania apples, received on the last Aus- 
tralian steamer, is retailing at 10 cents 
per pound. In other marketable lines 
butter UaB dropped from one-half to 2 
certs a pound, a fact accounted for 
through the abundance of good grass. 
OnionB ha\e depreciated 3 cents a pound J 
owing to the new crop coming in; new} 
potatoes are selling for from 1 to 2 cents 
less than last week; fish is reported plen- 
tiful; and the meat supply still contin- 
ues to come from Manitoba, it being I 
probable that such will be the case for 
several months yet.

A San Francisco Schooner and Her 
Crew Come to a 
Sad End. 



A dead body body is lashed to the iron 
davitB in the stern of the eehooner Gen- 
eral Siglin, which is being driven aim- 
lessly about in the North Pacific ocean, 

110 miles west of the Queen Charlotte 
islands, and directly in the track of the 
iierco storms that have been sweeping 
the land and Eea for the last month. The 
limp form which hangs in the davitB is 
the only thing aboard indicating the past 
occupancy of human beings. Deserted, 
it remains o scarecrow to the elements, 
an agonized look on the white face tell- 
ing of the physical and mental suffering 
preceding the extinction of life. 

Beyond doubt the fate of the Bchooner 
General Siglin and those aboard was 
seen by the captain and crew of the seal- 
ing schooner VVillard Ainsworth, which 
returned yesterday from a successful 
sealing cruise on the Japan coast and 
J'.ebring sea. The Siglin was sighted on 
Wednesday morning. May 5. She was 
lying on her right side with her musts 
out and one floating alongside. The 
Ainsworth passed very close, but could 
not, lower a boat because of a heavy tea. 

'■ There did not seem to be muni i lu- 
matter," said Capt. K. K. Crockett, of 
the VVillard Ainaworth, in recounting 
his experience, " save that the bulwarks 
were stove in and there was no sign ot a 
boat aboard. The body of a niauilresst d 
in oilskins was lashed to the iron davits 

111 the stern. He was in a standing 
position, with his head and ri^ht arm 
hanging inside the iron, while his ie/C 
hand was dangling outaide. On the 
third finger of the limp baud was a gold 
ring. The hands looked natural as in 
life, but the face was pinched and 
drawn as from great suffering, and 
against the pallid skin a brown tn ms- 
tache showed strongly. On the tatl'rail, 
be&'de th" silpnt body, were a couple of 
boxes, laaiied with ropes and probably 
containing food. 

" The stern was lifted out of the water 
with every swell of the ocean and the 
daviti were the only portion of the ves- 
sel untouched by the seas. The paint 
looked fresh as if not long under water. 
1 think the Bchooner was wrecked in the 
galeon March 21, in which the Ains- 
worth lost her rudder. We backed after 
passing the wreck and stood by close 
again until we felt assured that there 
was no thing of lite aboard. The 
schooner was in latitude 53 degrees 15 
minutes north, longitude Ida degrees 55 
minutes west, and about 110 piLes from 
the Queen Charlotte islauda." 

The absence of boats on the Siglin 
would indicate that those aboard had 
made an attempt to get away, and hopes 
are still eiilf itain.-tl that some boat 
managed to survive tin- storm and was 
picked up by a passim.' vessel, as the 
position Dt tin' uti'i-k i- somewhat re- 
moved from the route ol uttvel. 

According to toe latitude anil longi- 
tude given, the Muliu was Homing im- 
mediati ly in the average storm inick tor 
May, tn deduced by the hydr ^rapldi. 
office from leu year-; observatin .. 

'ftie ill in. ued lor of the General Sitlip 
haa been reported in the Poet- Intelli- 
gencer several times before, and the 
positive assurance ot her disaster was no 
surprise to those who have kept them- 
selves informed. The schooner left Sau 
Francisco, March 23, under command of 
Capt. Jerome Thomas, for Wood island, 
Alaska. She was loaded with supplies 
and provisions for the North American 
Commercial Company. Besides the 
captain, she carried a crew consisting of 
mate, cook and three sailorB, and tiad 
at ward as passengers K. C.Greenfield, 
agent of the company at Wood island, 
his wife and three children. The 
trhooner was built at Marsh field, Or., 
in 18!»4. She is SO feet in length by 23 
feet beam and >s.-l depth, and SI. 2-4 tons 
net register. 

Two days alter the departure of the 
Siglin there left San Francisco the 
schooner Kodiak, also bound for Alaska. 
By the arrival here yesterday of the 
steamship City of Topeka from Alaska 
it was learned that the Kodiak on read 
ing her destination reported the worst 
voyage within the experience of those 
aboard. For three days, while oil' the 
ijneen Charlotte islands, the Kodiak was 
driven along under bare polei at furious 
speed, wind and wave combing in an at- 
tetnnt at the vessel's destruction. The 
captain of the Kodiak said on hia arrival 
that unquestionably the (Jen. Siglin 
must have been lost in that etui in. I'. I.

THE FULL COURT. 

Several Important Cases Disposed of Yes- 
terday Is the Cattle Protection 
Act Ultra Vires?

The K. >t X 
railway belt is private property.aa tnucl 
so as any town lot in the city of Xelson 
The terms of tho grant were settled not 
between the Provincial "overninent 
the late Mr. Dunsmuir and his aspoci- 
a'es, but between the Dominion govern 
incut and those gentlemen. If these 
terms are objectionable in any way, the 
responsibility does not rest with the 
Provincial authorities. In point of fact 
they were not unreasonable. Tlte people 
of British Columbia were very glad to 
pet the E. A N. railway on the terms 
agreed upon. It never entered any one's 
mind then that portions of the grant 
would become exceptionally valuable by 
reason of the discovery of the precious 
• metals. Mr. Dunsmuir undertook to 
build the railway for the money and land 
subsidy and he took all the ris k of flue 
tc.ition in the value of the laud. It 
was a fortunate tiling that there 
was a man in the province who 
was financially able to take such a risk. 
It the land had turned out to hoof no 
value at all, he and his associates would 
hive had to put up with this disap- 
pointment, and now that portions of it 
seem likely to be worth a fair price it is 
rather absurd to complain that a fair 
price is asked forthem, If a man " takes 
the bitter with tho sweet," he is doing 
all that can he reasonably expected of 
him. No one would ask hi in to take all 
the bitter and surrender, what little 
sweet there may be to other people. 
•Surely a man is not to he refused ordin- 
ary fair play simply because ho has been 
able by good business judgment to be- 
come richer than his neighbors. 

Sot only ivould it be wrong for the 
legislature to undertake to fix the price 
of the K. OcN. railway lands and the 
terms upon which they should be sold, 
but grave doubt exists as to whether the 
federal government would permit it to 
do so. That government is a party to 
this contract with the railway company, 
and it would be in honor bound to see 
that good faith was kept, Hence if the 
legislature should undertake to say upon 
what price the K. & X. railway landa 
should ho sold, the Governor-GeneraJ 
would doubtless he advised to disallow 
the act. The country must keep faith 
with those who mako contracts with it. 

The Miner ia very indignant because 
the E. <.% N. Company endeavored to 
make good a claim to the precious metals 
within the railway belt. This is a very 
email sort of criticism. Tho language of 
the grant in regard to metalliferous ores 
is very general, and appears on the face 
of it to cover the precious metnla. Any 
man, not a lawyer, reading the grant, 
would interpret it to mean that it ton- 
voyed the precious as well as the base 
metals to the company; but a question 
arose as to whether the prerogative 
rights of the Crown in respect to the 
precious, metals could he taken away 
without express legislation, and tho 
t' mrts have decided that, they could nut.

WEST COAST MINES. 

A Hundred and Fifty Claims Located at 
Anderson Lake in Three Months. 

" Anderson Lake will he the biggest 
mining camp on the Coast," was the re- 
mark of T. F. Child at the Oriental yes- 
terday. Mr. Child arrived in town by 
way of Nanaimo, and lias spent most of 
the last three years in Alberni district 
ami should know a thing or two of the 
mining outlook in that vicinity. A ruler - 
Bon lake lies to the northwest of Alberni 
canal and is only a short distance from 
salt water. For some years Air. Child 
lias known of the existence of an im- 
mense mineral belt on the shores of the 
lake — from the cropping of which assays 
as high as :fH() and $35 per ton have 
been made. This belt has a north- 
westerly trend and in Mr. Child's 
opinion the ledges which have been re- 
cently struck at Ohiyoqtiot harbor are 
continuations of the Anderson Lake 
ledge, tin L'chuckleeett harbor, winch 
opens on Barclay sound not far from 
Anderson lake, within the past Bixty 
days no fewer than i50 claims have been 
staked oil', but on only two claims has 
development work been carried on to 
any great extent. The next few weeks, 
however, will witness great activity in 
all direction". On one side ol this har- 
b )r the ledge is so well defined that by 
placing a compass on it it can be traced 
for six miles without a bend — rightdown 
to the walei-s of the harbor. On crossing 
the water, which is at, Ibis point two 
miles wide the ledge can be again traced 
for three miles hack into the mountains. 
A Vancouver company have already 
purchased a smelter site on the shores 
of Alberni canal, ami, said Mr. Childs, 
" there is enough ore ready to he mined 
to run half a dozen smelters." This 
same company have recently purchased 
a number of claims at Alberni proper, 
as well as on Anderson lake. The St. 
George claim on Cchuclesett are driving 
a tunnel to crosscut the vein at about 
100 feet, and are pushing the work night 
and day. Within the next 50 feet it is 
expected that the vein will be reached, 
when it will he possible to form a very 
correct estimate as to the value of tlo- 
claim. Mr. Child has with him quite 
an extensive collection of samples taken 
from the out-croppings of various veins 
in Alberni district, all of which are 
highly mineralized and many of whicl 
carry free gold.

Several weeks ago the Dultith Herald 
ennounced the departure of an expedi- 
tion under the guidance of a half-breed 
(Indian, in search of a fabulously rich 
gold mine over the Canadian border. 
The Indian had shown boiiio wonderfully 
rich specimens of gold hearing quartz, 
and claimed to know the location of the 
vein from which they were taken. These 
specimens were shown to different par- 
ties, all of whom were apparently eauer 
to secure the services of the In- 
dian and through him get pos- 
session of this wonderful mine. 
(). W. Saunders, of Duluth, and a num- 
ber of associates were finally successful 
in closing a deal with him, and after 
some delayB the party, which consisted 
of the guide, Mr. Saunders and the 
Howenstoin brothers, formerly of Grand 
Aiarais, wdio were supposed to he expert 
in the ait of handling the untutored 
savage, leit Duluth for Port Arthur. It 
is said that before starting the Indian 
was paid $800 in cash as an evidence of 
good faith on the part of the mine 
hunters. 

Soon after arriving at Port Arthur the 
half-breed was forced to admit that he 
did not just know where the vein was, 
but that he had secured the specimens 
from another Indian, who had author- 
ized him to act as his agent. Since then 
a diligent search has been prosecuted for 
the original Indian, thus far without 
success. All ol the haunts which In- 
dians are supposed to freuuent in the 
north woods have been visited in vain, 
and now a priest who has a wide ac- 
quaintance with Indians in that region 
has been enlisted in the hunt. 

Soon after arriving in Port Arthur the 
gold mine hunters learned that about a 
year ago the Indian who is said to have 
made the wonderful discovery arrived in 
the city with specimens that have since 
aroused so much interest among would- 
be gold miners. His story was listened 
to by the numerous Port Arthur specu- 
lators, and he was entertained in a royal 
manner by different persons, yet he 
steadfastly refused to give any informa- 
tion that would indicate the location of 
the vein. His entertainers pursued 
their efforts so diligtmtly ttiat the wily 
savage sirew drunk and still drunker, 
but even while in that condition his 
tongue would not wag on the subject of 
gold. The patience of his new-found 
friends was finally exhausted, and he was 
thrown into jail. 

Tiien it was that the half-breed got 
possession of the specimens and brought 
them to Duluth. Here he, too, was 
wined and dined and made merry with. 
He made several trips belore finally 
making an arrangement satisfactory to 
himself. t> 

Maybe when the only original Indian 
is found, if he is, the great ore deposit 
will be located and may be not. In the 
meantime there are quite a number of 
Duluthians who are waiting anxiously 
for definite information as to the pro- 
gress being made by the expedition now 
scouring the Canadian forests for the 
man who holds the secret. 

The experience of this expedition will 
recall to all old-time explorers similar 
stories of Indians wdio hail knowledge of' 
all kinds of wealth discovered by them 
in the woods. In the oarly days of iron 
development Indians were constantly 
finding large deposits of ore they have 
brought great chunks of gold and silver 
bearing rock and they have led many 
explorers very long distances in search 
of immense tracts of pine, lint so far 
their great finds have never been 
seen by white men's eyes. Where 
they > obtain these specimens 
witii 'which they have so many 
times lured white men to stake them 
with money, clothing and provisions is 
a mystery, but it is a fact known to 
many men who have learned by hard 
experience, that the great discoveries 
claimed to have been made by Indians 
have never materialized, and now when 
the etory of an Indian and his remark- 
able specimens is told them they smile, 
but evince no further curiosity. The 
burnt child dreads the fire.— Duluth 
Herald.

Vancouver, May 12.— (Special)— The 
first of the cases against the City of Vic- 
toria and the tramway company, arising 
out of the Point Ellieo bridge disaster, 
opened this afternoon before Chief 
Justice Davie. ThiB is the Buit brought 
by Mrs. J. 13. Gordon oil account of the 
death of her husband, who was one of 
the victims of tlio disaster. The court 
room was tilled with spectators. 

Mr. C. Wilson, Q.C., and Mr. Lindley 
Crease, represented Elizabeth Gordon, 
plaintiff; and R. Caaaidy imd C. Dubois 
Mason appeared for the city of Victoria; 
and Messrs. L.G. MePhillips, Q.C..A. E. 
MePhillips aud E. P. Davia.Q.O., fur the 
Consolidated Railway Company. L. G. 
MePhillips formally objected to the city 
and tramway being joined as defendants. 
Caaaidy desired to amend city's defence 
by Btriking out paragraph number 2. 

The Chief Justice said that if the 
amendment was inserted all cobIb of 
action up to the present time should be 
plaintiff's, in any event in the case of 
the city. 

Mr. Wilson, in reviewing the case to 
the jury, reminded them that the case 
was tried in Vancouver chiefly because 
in case of the success of this and other 
similar suits the rate of taxes might be 
raised somewhat in Victoria, and it 
would be painful for Victoria jurors to 
sit on the case. 

The Chief Justice said that as he was 
a ratepayer in Victoria, unless all coun- 
sel on both sides agreed, he would choose 
Borne one else to preside. No objection 
was raised. 

The plaintiff, Mrs. Gordon, was the 
tirst witness and explained that she had 
no other means of support except the 
$ti,:!u0 insurance for herself and two boys, 
which was inadequate. Mr. Gore, com- 
missioner of lands and works, swore 
as to the bridge being a!! right 
before it waa taken into the city 
limits in 1803, it being thou five 
years old. Smaller cars than at present 
ran over it previous to that period. The 
biidge was capable of standing the 
strain it was then subjected to. The 
life of a bridge was from live to twelve 
years. The beams in this bridge were 
floored, tending to cause them to rot 
quicker, owing to being kept from wind 
and sun. The breaking of the beams by 
the car would cause the collapse of the 
bridge. 

Court adjourned at 5 o'clock, 
A JUBILEE RUG. 

The Toronto Carpet Company Have Pro 
' duced an Artistic and Useful 
Souvenir 

The Toronto Carpet Manufacturing 
Company have placed on the market a 
very handsome and useful Jubilee sou- 
venir in the shape of a rue, which they 
have named the "Jubilee Rug."

The design and coloring arc the 
work of the resident designer of the 
company, Mr. Leslie Jones, who is a 
winner of a Queen's prize out of 3,70(1 
competitors in the National art exami- 
nations in monochrome painting in 
May, 1895, and alio a bolder of twenty- 
three certificates of the art and science 
department of the South Kensington 
School of Art and .Design. The quality j 
of carpet in the rug ia a very tine grade 
of Axmin8ter, giving a close velvet sur- 
face and a line well woven wool back.

KALL MINES SMELTER. 

New Blast Furnace Nearly Completed— Vast 
Ore Contracts. 

The Hall Mines smelter shut down 
last Saturday ni^ht for repairs, and will 
probably not blow in again for two or 
three weeks. The furnace is heiiij; com- 
pletely overhauled and re-bricked, aim 
the tramworv is having two new cables 
put ini in place of the old ones. The 
new 200-ton blnst furnace is nearly 
finished, and in anticipation of its early 
completion a vast amount of custom ore 
is being contracted for, and a large 
amount lias been received from the War 
Kagle at Koseland. The new calcining 
and refining furnaces have been housed, 
and fires were started in the 
former last Sunday. On Wednesday 
this furnace was charged with matte, 
and already there is a quantity 
of it ready for the refining furnace. The 
lirst treatment takes away the ureater 
part of the sulphur, and the last elimin- 
ates the iron and the balance of the mil- 
ptnir. 

The whole arrangement of tho new I 
furnaces ia ey 'client, and from thecrush- 
ing room the work is almost automatic. | 
Gars of crushed matte are conveyed over 
the furnaces to bins and on a lower level 
other cars are loaded from these bins and 
discharged directly into the calcining 
furnaces. From the time the (ires were 
started there has been no hitch or break 
in the working and when both blaflt fur- 
naces are running the roaster and re- 
verberatory will probably be operated 
steadily. — Nelson Miner.
